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The Printed W ord and Civilization 


O f all of the C.r.iphic Arts which have 
guided mankind along the road to civiliza­ 
tion, it is conceded that none is as powerful 
or influential as the printed word. 
This week — January 14 to 20 — has 
ticen set aside as International Printing Week. 
Appropriately enough, it is being observed 
during the week of the hirthdav of Benja­ 
min Franklin, January 17. Franklin, patriot, 
statesman and philosopher, was a printer by 
trade. He has been called the patron saint 
of American printers. 
The spoken word has no permanency. 
Once Issued, it cannot he recalled. Painting 
and sculpture are visual but static. Music 
has its messages hut for moods only. Photo- 
Rrtiphy tells a limited story in split-second 
timing. None of these can explain, elaborate, 
argue or analyze. 
Printing, however, can be reproduced 
and distributed endlessly. It has an unlim­ 
ited field to deal with all facets of informa­ 
tion, on morals, ideas, physical facts and 
learning in general. 
The date of the printing of the first hook 
with movable rip e, Gutenberg’s Mazarin 
Bible in 1445. coincides with the start of 


the Renaissance and of Western civilization 
as we know it. 


As it is with anything that is so closely 
connected with our daily lives, w e take print­ 
ing pretty much for granted. W e benefit and 
enjoy the printer’s art with scarcely a thought 
to the part the printed word plavs in our 
civilization. 


It is difficult to visualize a world with­ 
out printing. Such a situation would mark 
the end of our civilization. Without the print­ 
ed word we would be completely lost with 
no way of perpetuating, preserving or re­ 
cording the facts of our world. 
It is an old truth that those who aspire 
to become dictators first crush the printing 
industry. They know too well that absolute 
power will elude them if men retain the 
abilitv to produce the powerful printed word. 
This, then is the power of printing and 
the cause for this week set aside to honor 
the printing industry and the almost one 
million persons who are its members in this 
nation. The printing industry ranks third in 
size in the United States and the hard work 
that it performs and the results attained make 
our lives fuller and happier.

American Principles Prize in Battle 


WASHINGTON, D. C .- I t would 
be easy to suppose from read­ 
ing and writing too much about 
Rightists vs. Leftists, cops vs.

' ruggle to m aintain and 
improve our country is encom­ 
passed in these newsy battles. 
But there is another fight—or 
more a t curately. another phase of 
the same one. It is the conflict 
for acceptance in the American 
mind of the A m erican principle of 
enterprise. Stated baldly and even 
tritelv. the idea has little news 
im pac—yet occasionally there is 
a dash which sets off enough 
sparks to illum inate the field and 
to identify the com batants. 


Something of the sort happened 
ea-lier this m onth when the Wall 
Street Journal swung an editorial 
punch entitled “ Statism for Soph­ 
o m o r e s ,at the Report of the Na­ 
tional Task Force on Economic 
Education, an offspring of the 
Council for Econom ic Develop­ 
ment. 
While the Journal didn’t put 
it in the term s I’ve employed, its 
criticism of the CED am ount­ 
ed ta a charge that the accepa- 
tabiHtv of the Am erican system in 
the minds of students was being 
subverted. Students are being in­ 
duced to believe, by the CED 
and other groups of economic 
planners, that the Federal State 
alone has the objectivity and vi­ 
sion to determine and supply the 
true needj of the people. 
Cnrioaa Coincidence 
furiously, on January 9th. the 
dav 
th at the Journal 
devoted 
its whole editorial page to the 
pros and cons and some exerpts 
of the CED Report, there was a 
press conference at the National 
Science 
Foundation 
which 
ap­ 


proached the 
central 
planning 
idea from the Russian viewpoint. 
Nicholas De Witt, a Russian-born 
researcher from the Russian Re­ 
search Center. Harvard Univer­ 
sity, discussed his weighty and 
useful book “ Education and Pro­ 
fessional 
Employment 
in 
th e 
USSR." As most Americans know 
by now, Russia is behind us in 
the number of scientists and en­ 
gineers at work, but ahead of us 
by threefold in the rata that sci­ 
entists and engineers are being 
turned out of Russian institutes of 
learning. 


Russian children ordinarily get 
only four years of schooling, while 
ours get close to 12 years—but the 
Russian students who do advanced 
work are channeled into slots to 
produce what the State planners 
have decided they should pro­ 
duce. 
Thus, Russians are specialists in 
the narrowest sense. There is no 
such thing in Russia as a liberal 
a rts education to produce the 
rounded man. 
F or four decades the Commu­ 
nist leaders hive developed spe­ 
cialized education because they 
regard it as the foundation of eco­ 
nomic. military and political pow- 
questions. Mr. De Witt denied 
explained, have a political com­

How then can “ Rosv’s” death 
be attributed to the effect of the 
rattlesnake venom taken m dur­ 
ing its attem pt to swillow the 
carcass of the

m als t h a t eat rattlers withoui 
sustaining a bite during the pro­ 
cela) would necessarily die be­ 
cause of the absorption of ven­ 
om through the rattler’s body?
